[Text| The Government has ordered Zambian politicians and the masse media 
to refrain from making comments on the internal affaire in Zimbabwe. 


Foreign Affairs Minister Wilson Chakulya said some of the comments which 
have been made by leaders in this country have been embarrassing and could 
be termed as interference in the internal affaires of a sister republic. 


“Zimbabwe is now a free and independent nation. We therefore, have no 
more right to interfere in the internal affaire of that country,” Mr 
Chakulya said during the Sunday interview on TELEVISION ZAMBIA. 


The mass media has also been ordered to refrain from making comments or 
observations which can be identifie. to be supporting a particular leader 
in the Patriotic Front alliance government. 


"Zambia and Zimbabwe as countries will continue to be there all the time 
but leadership changes,” he said. 


Mr Chakulya stressed that uncalled for comments on Zimbabwean internal 
affaires by high ranking Party and Government leaders would bring about 
a rift in the relations between the two countries. 


"All we can do now is pray that the problems affecting that new republic 
are solved amicably. We know that every new nation passes through the 
same phase Zimbabwe is undergoing,” the minister said. 


The Zimbabwean Patriotic Front alliance government of ZANU-PF and Joshua 
Nkomo's Patriotic Front have of late been engaged in accusations and 
counter-accusations. 


Last weekend, Finance Minister, Mr Enos Nkala, said Mr Nkomo should be 
“erushed and forgotten.” He charged that Mr Nkomo was guilty of anti- 
government activities. 








Then Minister of Manpower Development and Planning, Mr Edgar Tekere, 
aiso said at 4 meeting with Anglican Church ministers on Sunday: “Have 
we not got good reason for wanting to crush such a big megalomaniac?” 


Mr Tekere accused Mr Nkomo of cheap politicking. We said: “We don't 
heed Nkomo in the government. The Nkomo scourge is an obstacle in the 
process of the revolution,” 


Mr Chakulya aleo eaid that Zambia was among the African countries that 
had recognised the Democratic Republic of Sahara of the Polisario Libera- 
tion Front, 


The Minister said Zambia condemns Moroceo's occupation of Western 
Sahara, in that, the action is against the Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) Charter on decolonisation. 


Western Sahara was a Spanish colony taken over by Morocco and Mauritania 
when Spain relinquished ite hold on the territory in 1978, 


Due to the liberation war against the two countries by the Po! isario, 
Mauritania pulled out, leaving Morocco. “Zambia supports the Polisario's 
liberation struggle for independence,” the minister said. 


And ZANA reports that Mr Chakulya has said that Zambia was now happy with 
her relations with the French government since it stopped selling arms to 
the racist regime of South Africa. 


Speaking yesterday at a reception to mark the French National Day where a 
missionary Father Jean Vermeulen, who has served in Africa for 40 years 
was given an award for long service, Mr Chakulya said some years back 
Zambia was not happy with her relations with the French government, 


He eaid. ‘ ~vever, that the Zambian Government was now happy with her 
relatic. with Prance, adding that this must grow from strength to 
strength. 


He reminded the gathering which included the host, French Ambassador to 
Zambia, Mr Jean Gasseau, member of the Central Committee Dr Henry Matipa 
and members of the diplomatic corps that the people of South Africa do 
not enjoy the peace other countries enjoy from the French Revolution. 


Earlier, Mr Chakulya asked the guests to observe 4 minute of silence in 
honour of Botswana President Sir Seretse Khama, who died on Sunday in 
Gaborone. 


Giving the award to Father Vermeulen, Mr Gasseau said the French National 
Day was being held at a time when Africa and the whole world has lost a 
respected president, Sir Seretse Khama whom he described as a lover of 
mankind.

MACHEL TO VISIT ZIMBABWE--President Machel will pay a State visit to Zim- 
babwe next month, according to sources yesterday. ‘he visit may coincide 
with the celebrations of Heroes’ Days on August 11 and i2. It will be the 
firet State vieit by a head of state since Zimbabwe became independent in 
April. The Government has s°t up a committee to plan an itinerary for the 
visit. The committee will aiso fix the dates of the visit in consulta- 
tion with the Mozambican Government. It had been expected that President 
Machel would be the first leader to pay a State visit to Zimbabwe because 
of the role he played in offering to ZANU (PF) his country as a springboard 
for launching the guerilla struggle. The honour is intended as a gesture 
of thanks for that support. President Machel was absent from the independ- 
ence celebrations. Another African leader who did not attend the historic 
occasion was Tanzanian President Nyerere, who is expected to be the next 

to come to an official State visit. It is not yet clear if President Ma- 
chel will bring with him the embalmed body of General Josiah Tongogara, 

the ZANLA military chief who died in Mozambique in December. [Text]

Against the North American Blockade 


For more than 20 yeare of revolution, Cuba has been continually subject 
to all kinds of attacks, including economic ones. The country sold almost 
all ite sugar to the United States in exchange for fuel which it bought 
from the North Americans. One of the first things that imperialiem did 
was to stop buying sugar and selling petroleum, with the intention of 
destroying the Cuban economy. Since then, the USSR and many other coun- 
tries in the socialist camp have extended international aid. Faced with 
the ineffectiveness of the measures it took, the North American Government 
decided upon a total blockade of Cuba. It involved doing away, by hunger 
and dire poverty, with the revolution of an underdeveloped country and 
preventing the spread of ite example through Latin America. The United 
States prohibited even the sale of medicine and food, forcing Latin American 
governments in 1964 to break diplomatic and trade relations with Cuba.

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PRESS TO CONTINUE POINTING OUT DIFFICULTIES DESPITE OPPOSITION

[Text] Recently, we devoted some columns of our daily newspaper to serious 
problems affecting the educational sector and others of equal importance 
to the country. Thies constituted a way, at our level, of calling the 
attention of the appropriate authorities to situations which should be 
attended to immediately. 


We know and we are perfectly aware that, at times, the problems of some 
ministries resulting from the poor performance and ineffectiveness of their 
organizations go unnoticed or the highest-ranking officials do not know 
about them. The problems which exist in the educational sector, for 
example, are found in almost all other sectors of national life. At times, 
they are the result of bureaucracy, disorganization, liberalism, incom- 
petent management and, to a certain extent, they even constitute a vivid 
expreesion of the lack of interest of some members of the petty bourgeois 
clase in solving the people's problems. Others are caused by the inaccess- 
ibility and false self-sufficiency of some officials. 


These last factors, although they appear insignificant, in our opinion, 
constitute no less important causes to be added to the phenomena which 
definitely impede the advance of the revolution. For example, some offi- 
cials, for reasons hard to explain, break off contact with most subordinates. 
For some officials, a conversation with a worker of lower rank in the 
administrative hierarchy is a waste of time, a loss of prestige and honor. 
Some conversations are limited to the same level of officials in the 
hierarchy. 


For example, for some comrades, 4 conversation with a national journalist 
is the same as talking with a “mujimbeiro,” full of many strange ideas, 
forgetting that ‘n the end, we constitute, in a certain way, a link between 
the institutions and the masses. We make known the opinions of the 
popular masses on various problems and we interpret the viewpoint and 
thinking of the government on national and international matters which 

are, in the end, the very thinking of the party, the guiding force of 

our society. 
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in addition to ether more serious, fundamental causes, like negligence, 
bureaucracy, disorganization, incompetent management and resistance to 
party decisions and guidelines which result in the disastrous situations 
found in many sectors of national life, the lack of constant dialogue 
between certain leaders and various lower-ranking levels has also helped, 
many times, to exacerbate the ineffectiveness of certain sectors of 
activity. 


The situation at the echoole in the city of Luanda, especially those 
located beyond the paved roads, ise only one aspect of the innumerable 
difficulties which we must face in various sectors of our national life, 
and thie aleo happens in health, domestic trade matters, etc. 


Notwithstanding the touchiness our work has caused among many midlevel 
offictale (and not only those), we will continue through the newspaper 
to speak out to those in authority--since we think it a good way--about 
the unacceptable situations existing here and there in all sectors of the 
state apparatus.

There are international events which, by their importance or repercus- 
sions cannot be ignored even by the inhabitants of some country located 
many thousands of km away. The rapid epread of news is indispensable or 
news, interest or significance may be lost. 


Speed becomes in our time a measure applied to all human endeavors and 
especially, of course, to journalien. 


The reader's most basic conclusion, after these dozen lines, is that 

here too at the JORNAL DE ANGOLA we hav. an ultrasophisticated international 
telex service so that news from the world's capitals is constantly arriving 
and can be eagerly read the next gorning, etc. But, unfortunately, this 

is a very erroneous deduction. 


Our only telex machine works very poorly and cannot even efficiently 
handle the simple, insignificant messages within our own city of Luanda. 
Many times, we must send someone to the Angola Press Agency to handcarry 
the news which we hav to publish the next day, once our telex machine 
decides, that day, to sabotage our work. 














Thie situation has been going on more than 7 months. We are doing every: 
thing possible to inform readers rapidly and on a timely basis, but we 

are inevitably limited by the breakdown of the telex service. We have 

repeatedly iaformed the CTT but the breakdowns persist and continues to 
create problema for use.

LARA STRESSES NEED FOR INCREASED PRODUCTIVITY

[Report on speech by Lucio Lara, secretary of the Central Committee for 
DORGAN (Department of Organization), in Mocamedes; date not specified) 


[Excerpts] Following the Eighth National Conference on 
the Rectification Movement, a rally was held in the 
Praca Espirito Santo, in the city of Mocamedes, in 
which the public and members of the National Rectifi- 
cation Commission actively participated. 


Comrade Lucio Lara made it known that after the weeding out of members 
by means of the Rectification Movement, the MPLA-Labor Party has over 
20,000 members in its ranks. He gave to understand that the party is 
increasingly assuming leadership of the nation's life, and at this time 
is paying special attention to the considerable economic and financial 
difficulties we are experiencing. In this respect, he noted that the 
Central Committee met in special session for a careful and intensive 
analysis of the country's economic situation, which is "not bright," but 
which is being corrected and stimulated by the party. 


Speaking of the economic situation, the secretary of the Central Committee 
for DORGAN detailed the reasons for the country's weak economic develop- 
ment. He referred to the bureaucratic structures inherited from the 
colonial era, which are naturally unwieldy, hindering the progress of the 
revolution and the realization of the most legitimate aspirations of our 
people. He also noted that although we are moving forward with the estab- 
lishment of a new administrative machine, we still have the evils of the 
colonial bureaucracy that served as the arm of the reactionary petty 
bourgeoisie. Among these evils, he pointed to bureaucratism. As he 

made clear, however, some difficulties are also the result of understand- 
able inexperience, which has led to some mistakes. Absenteeism was men- 
tioned as contributing to the decline in production and productivity and 
hence as a factor in the present economic and financial situation. Lara 
made clear, however, that the party is not pessimistic about the situation, 
and that measures have already been instituted to improve the present 
picture. 
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The party member stressed that although we must sacrifice a little more 
at all levels, this does not mean “sacrificing a little more with respect 
to consumption, because our people have already sacrificed a great deal," 
He explained that the sacrifice is required basically in the production 
area. That is, each man and woman will have to do his and her best in 
the labor area, at work.

FOREIGN RELATIONS, ECONOMIC SITUATION NOTED

Djibouti--"Djibouti will not be another Chad. We do not want civil war here 
at any price," says a young Djibouti cadre who refuses to answer a question 
he deems indiscreet about his ethnic origins. “There is no more Afar or 
Isea here," he adds. “From now on, we are all Djiboutians, determined to 
forget the things that could divide us and therefore harm our country." 


Three years after the proclamation of the independence of the former terri- 
tory of Afars and Iseas, thie determination to “detribalize” relations be- 
tween citizens in order to better rid them of their passions seems nearly 
general among the elites. By and large, the latter believe that despite 
his Issa origins, Hassan Gouled Aptidon, chief of state since June 1977, 
has to date been able to turn his back on the temptation of tribaliaem. 


His one-time political rival, former head of the local government, Ali Aref, 
now exclusively concerned with the management of his affairs and his real 
estate holdings, tells anyone who wants to listen: “Hassan Gouled is the 
man of the juste milieu. Every Djiboutian can see himself in him. Insofar 
as he can keep to an equal balance between everyone, he is the right man to 
preside over this country's destiny." 


Entering the political arena over 30 years ago, now a sexagenarian, Hassan 
Gouled, whom his fellow citizens respectfully call "the old man," intends 
to keep a national following. That is why he named Barkhat Gourat, of Afar 
origins and once elected to the French Parliament, to be prime minister. 
The appointment should make the second community feel secure, he reasons. 
Out of the 15 members of the Cabinet, 8 are of Issa-Somali origins, 6 Afar, 
one is Gadaboursi (another branch of the great Somali tribal ensemble) and 
l ie Arab. 
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"The ethnic question is no longer real except to the extent that certain 
politicians still hope to use it to their advantage," Ali Aref says, and 
he adds: “Before independence, I myself had a atrong election base in 
the Afar region, But I do not believe that if there were elections today 
and if | were actually a candidate, I could successfully use ethnic argu- 
mente. Times have changed." 


Between Addis Ababa and Mogadiscio 


This evolution is all the more important because for many years, there 
were those who tried to identify the interests of the Afare with Ethiopia 
and those of the [esas with tne interests of Somalia, This constituted 

an ever greater threat to Djibouti's stability because a climate of restive- 
ness was maintained by two powerful neighbors. The dissident movement 
headed by the Afars in the Aoussa sultanate against the Addis Ababa regime 
created a zone of disorder on the northern border. This feudal revolt led 
by Ali Mirah, now retired in Saudi Arabia, could have given warlike ideas 
to certain Afars moved by the dream of a "Great Dankalie” within which the 
Afars of Eritrea, Ethiopia and Djibouti could be united (Afar and Danakil 
or Dankali are synonyms). 


At the present time, relations between the Djibouti Government and the 
Ethiopian junata are very good. Bahdon Farah Moumin, minister of foreign 
affairs and cooperation, went to Addis Ababa in May and met with understand- 
ing interlocutors there. Convinced that the Ethiopians had given up exacer- 
bating the Afar irredentism in favor of using it for their own potential 
good, he made several cooperation agreements that should be useful to the 
young Djibouti state. 


On the other hand, one can observe a cooling in relations with Mogadiscio. 
The Somali Republic did leave its ambassador's post in Djibouti vacant for 
over 8 months and it was not until 21 May that a new diplomat was accredited 
in the “brother nation.” There is disenchantment on both sides. At the 
time of the proclamation of an independence for which they had fought vigor- 
ously, the Somalis hoped that Djibouti would rejoin "the Somali nation.” 
Now then, it is clear that no Djiboutian, whether Afar or Issa, envisages 
his future outside the territorial framework that is his own. 


A member of the government team wishing to remain anonymous explained: 
"Somalia has never accepted our independence. Its leaders, who worked on 
behalf of our decolonization, hoped that Djibouti would fall like a ripe 
fruit into Great Somalia's basket. It was to hasten that fall that they 
tried to encourage an anti-Afars policy on the part of the group in power, 
which they thought was pro-Issas. If the maneuver had succeeded, they 
would more easily have been able, they thought, to absorb a state that had 
become Issa and therefore ready to be assimilated lik a small Somali tribe. 
But the confrontation did not take place." 








Ethnic Quarrele of Personal Rivalries? 


With a few nuances , it is nearly this point of view that is developed by 
Aimed Dini, former prime @inieter who resigned in December 1977 because he 
disagreed with the policy of the chief of state which he deemed — and 
indeed, still does == to be “tribalietic,” Onee the traveling companion of 
Nasean Gouled, particulerly in the African People's League for Iadependence 
(LPAL), Dini, whe seemed likely to become Gouled's principal aide, rapidiy 
broke with him, Like Abdallah Kamil, whe succeeded him for several sonthe 
in the post of prime minister, Dini takes a very combative attitude of 
opposition, Traveling to Pranee on several occasions, he sought to inform 
public opinion, denouncing the methods of the Djibouti Government, which 
he sees a8 contrary to the « wuntry's interests, 


“Abdallah Kamil and 1, along with 4 qumber of other deputies, are wegene 
vigorous opposition within Parliament iteelf, out of a concern for effective- 
ness,” we were told by Ahmed Dini, who hinte that hie freedom of action may 
be only temporary. Categorically rejecting the idea that the president of 
the Djibouti Republic is trying to govern on behalf of everyone, without any 
discrimination, he states: “At the time of independence, 52 percent of ail 
soldiers were of Afar origin; now they sake up 22 percent. No important 
command is held by an Afar. Only one gendarme is nominally 4 commanding 
officer, with no power. The Djibouti Army ie tribal if one is talking 

about ite personnel, ite command, ite sission. It is in fact essentially 
given the task of controlling and preventively repressing the Afar region. 
Even the republic's commissioners (current equivalent of the former cercie 
commanders) who command the cercies in the north do not escape the systematic 
searches of the army.” 


Hasean Gouled's supporters retort that the opposition of Dini and his friends 
is ot ethnic in nature, but the result of sere personal rivairies. They 
add that the People's Rally for Progress (RPP), the government party set up 
in March 1979 in Dikkhil and destined to replace the old LPAI, has Ahmed 

Dini and Abdallah Kamil among ite dignitaries. While agreeing that up until 
April 1978, different violent actions — attacks or kidnappings — sight 
prove the persistence of a certain discontent, they insist on the fact that 
“the territory has been absolutely cale for 4 year.” 


The chief of state is gore categorical: “The opposition dreams about nothing 
else but getting ite hands on all the sinisterial portfolios. it campaigns 
against us abroad to destabilize the regime and prevent Djibouti from ob- 
taining credite from friendly countries.” We insists on the fact that within 
the ‘ramework of Parliament, those who do not share his views can express 
themselves completely freely and he says that all his political adversaries 
circulate freely at home and abroad. We asks: “Do you know gany other 
African countries where the same is true?” 


For his part, Hasean Gouled expects 4 great deal from the outside world, 
especially the Arab countries and France. Joining the Arab League as early

as September 19/77, the young republic, whieh has long maintained close ties 
with the Arab peninsula, turned to Saudi Arabia and North Yemen almost 
naturally, 


"The leaders in Ryad pay the bills, but they give nothing,” te the blunt ap- 
praisal of one expatriate, who omits adding that after opening up various 
lines of credit totaling over $65 million, the Saudis are the second-ranking 
financial backers after the French, On the other hand, many Europeans be- 
lieve that the cooperation conceals 4 cultural conquest of Islam, with the 
Saudis sending teachers, Korane and books in Arabic, thereby actively spread- 
ing the Arabic language and Arab thought. 





Por several months, Iraq and Libya have been present on the Djibouti scene, 
Hasean Gouled and later, Barkhat Gourat both went to Baghdad thie year. The 
iragie have granted various types of aid to Djiboutians to help them fight 
the effects of the drought, will participate in the capital of the National 
Development Back, are becoming involved in a project to set up a cement works 
at Ali Sabieh and gave a Mystere 20 to the president. At the beginning of 
the month, they transported 20 Soviet tanks to Djibouti on behalf of Libya. 


it was mainly by thie gift presented to the Djibouti Army, preceded by the 
gift of two patrol boats to the Navy, that Colonel Qadhdhafi has signaled 
his presence. But these manifestations of the Libyan presence sufficed to 
breathe panic into Western embassies, It is true that except for France, 
the former tutelary power, the West has been relatively discreet. The 
United States is content to grant annual credits amounting to $40 million, 
half in food. 


The Pederal Republic of Germany is not entirely absent, providing financial 
and technical aid to rural engineering departments, aiding with the inven- 
tory of the territory's water resources, and so on. As for the EEC, it has 
spent nearly 800 million Djibouti france in 3 years (1 Djibouti franc = 

2.6 frances), part of which has gone to refugees from Ethiopia and victims 
of the drought. it will help build the Djibouti-Harseisa road (in Somalia), 
the studies for which it financed, and will be involved in the project to 
modernize the railroad linking Djibouti with Addis Ababa. 


But it is obviously France, where Hassan Gouled went on 4 visit last month, 
that continues to occupy 4a preponderant position in the country. French- 
Djibouti cooperation agreements were signed as early as 27 June 1977 and 
have been completed since that time. It is France that set about forming, 
training and equipping the Djibouti Army, while a protocol signed at the 
time of independence provides for the stationing of French military forces 
in Djibouti. 


Nearly 500 French technical assistants are serving in the country. Two- 
thirds of them belong to the teaching corps. french natives number over 
10,000, including over 4,000 soldiers serving either in French unifors 
(3,600) or Djibouti unifors. 





The atmosphere of constant conspiracies that reigns among part of the expa- 
triates, aggravated by the isolation characterizing the emall military world, 
which is turned in on itself, scarcely furthers the search for information, 
Nevertheless, official sources state that in 1979, French public aid totaled 
275 million france, compared with 250 million in 1978 and 16 million in 

i977, the year of independence. 

"We are now 4 state and our relations are confined to official France,” says 
Goulea, who, when a member of the opposition, maintained excellent relations 
with the Socialist Party. We adds: “When we were opponents ourselves, 
everything was different. Today, we must build.” In the immediate entour- 
age of the president, it ie said that “the French left failed ue at the time 
of the difficult period following independence. Our friends did not under- 
stand us and persisted in proposing a substitute ideology, failing to re- 
spect our national will because it did not coincide with their own designs." 


The French Government is helping greatly to balance the Djibouti budget. 
"Yrance injecte 20 billion Djibouti france annually in one form or another, 
and half of the 1980 budget is financed by taxes left here by the technical 
assistants, the army and the merchants,” says one European technical ad- 
viser, who refuses to give any additional details, particularly on the dis- 
tribution of the various French expenditures. 


Larzac Without Dissidents 


“attention! Maneuvers over Lake Assal using live ammunition!" the Djibouti 
control tower warns the flying club plane over the Gulf of Tadjoura. These 
few words, which cause the pilot to change headings in order to land at the 
international airport of Ambouli, give an idea of the important place occu- 
pied by the French Army and the facilities available to it. 


The sand, salt and lava desert of the Djibouti Republic is a training 
ground of unequalled interest. The French Army and Air Force can practice 
there without limitation, having found a Larzac without dissidents, 


Very unpopular before independence, at the time of the nationalist struggle, 
the French Army now enjoys a good image among the people. The supporters 
of the current regime say: “The army is welcome because it does not inter- 
fere in our internal affairs and it will remain welcome as long as it does 
not interfere." Opponents consider this foreign presence to be very reas- 
suring, believing that it discuades the Djibouti Army from any form of 
action that is too openly repressive. Ahmed Dini tell us: “The Afars pre- 
fer the foreign legion, whose men care for the nomads and water their herds, 
to the Djibouti soldiers, who often behave in the camps as if they were in 
conquered territory.” 


This undoubtedly explains why, 3 years after independence, the streets of 
Djibouti resemble those of any garrison city in the south of France between 


the two wars. “It is the French Army that helps us survive,” says one 
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Diibouti merchant, One understands the truth of the statement when one 
sees that out of a volume of 13,230 tons, representing all Djibouti exports 
in 1977, over 10 percent, or 1,647 tons, were made up of personal effects,

in the firet part of thie article, our special correspondent 
described the domestic situation in Djibouti, analyzed the 
leaders' foreign policy and emphasized France's influence 

in the country (LE MONDE, 4 July). 


ladjoura--After the imposing sand desert of the Grand Barra on the Ali Sabieh 
road comes a tiny 4<-hectare spot of green. It is the Mouloud vegetable gar- 
den, an irrigated square of arable land lovingly cultivated by 24 families — 
12 from Djibouti and 12 foreign families that fled to the territory — under 
the direction of two young French men belonging to the Volunteers for Pro- 
gress organization (B. P. 2, 91310 Montlhery). 


This modest experiment is cited as an example and many expatriates are coming 
from Djibouti to see with their own eyes that with abundant water, it is 
possible to make the desert bloom, Corn and sorghum, watermelons and other 
melons, tomatoes and cucumbers, onions, pimentos and eggplant are ripening 
under excellent conditions. Bought locally for 250 Djibouti france (1 Dji- 
bouti franc = 2.6 francs), a kilogram of tomatoes is resold in the capital 
for 500 francs. While those who began the Mouloud miniproject realistically 
admit that only Europeans can buy vegetables sold at such high prices, the 
government is happy, and rightfully eo, to see natives and refugees working 
together on the same undertaking. Satisfied with this climate of under- 
standing between two communities that everything could have caused to clash, 
Hassan Gouled, chief of state, proposes to extend the experiment to other 
regions of the country. 


The craze created by the success of Mouloud also tends to make people forget 
that despite the tenacious and inexact legend proclaiming that the sign of 
the Palm Bar has long represented the only vegetation in the territory, the 
Ambouli vegetable gardens have a much longer existence. Established in the 
outlying districts of Djibouti near the Ambouli Airport, generally situated 
under the sweeping shade of exquisite miniature palms, these gardens evoke 
the delights of the paradise of Allah watered by springs. 


"Contrary to what people have mistakenly repeated all these years, there is 
water in Djibouti,” says Mr Waberi, principal rural waterworks official, 
and he adds: “But under colonialism, all interest revolved around the port 
and the airport. France was not wiliing to drill wells whose cost price is 
very high. And yet, the whims of the climate, particularly the irregular 
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rainfall, whieh has become even more unpredictable recently, causes us to 
think differentiy.” Praising the aid given by the Buropean Economic Com- 
munity, Libya and Saudi Arabia, which have financed different projects in 
this area, Waber! emphasizes: “Before independence, some 60 wells were 
drilled. Today, after 3 yeare of efforts, 10 new welle are productive, 
14 are being completed and 21 will be sunk before 1962,” 


In the face of this optimiem, one is astonished by the magnitude of the 
handicap afflicting this country essentially populated by livestock breed- 
ere, which has no major or minor river or permanent lake — except salt 
lakes == a country where the rainfall, already very scanty, is declining 
even further. le is true that the imminent development of the so-called 
Kilometer 9 spring, near Tadjoura, arouses veritable enthusiasm in this 
country, where every drop of liquid is precious, since the environmental 
temperature generally varies between }5°and 50° C. 


Vittel Water 


“Here is where our first factory is going up,” proudly proclaims the commis- 
sioner of the Republic of Tadjoura, who does the honors of a site where a 
feverish effort is underway to finish work underway for the third anniver- 
sary of independence. “Even camels drink Vittel water here,” saya a visitor 
who notes the same phenomenon of attraction as at Mouloud. One of the tech- 
nical advisers concerned with economic matters in the Office of the Presi- 
dent, spells out in these terms the prospects of developing production at 
the Kilometer 9 piant, which will soon employ some 40 persons; “Dj iboutians 
will soon consume 2.5 million liters of this water and 8 million liters will 
be exported to Yemen and Saudi Arabia." 


Planning department officials are endeavoring to start similar projects, 
convinced that the construction of emall industrial unite is the only rea- 
sonable formula for the country. By next year, a dairy should be in opera- 
tion in Djibouti, producing reconstituted milk from gifts of powdered milk 
from EEC countries and the United States. A tannery will process 450,000 
hides a year. Expressing modest ambitions and taking the tiny size of the 
local market — under 300,000 persons — into account, these projects are 
only for short-term purposes. 


In order to strengthen the primary sector, scattered actions are planned 

in the interior of the country and should bring about a reduction in imports. 
At the present time, the expatriates’ wages, partially spent locally thanks 
to direct and indirect taxes and import duties, help finance the budget. 
"Receipts from bars, restaurants and hotels represent 45 to 50 percent of 

the total gross product, Transport and communications (port and airport) 
make up another 10 percent,” it is said in the entourage of the president. 


And yet, Djibouti’s port and airport functions are of relatively modest 
importance. “In 1976, before the closing of the Suez Canal, at the -ery 
peak of their flamboyant prosperity, the port and railroad handled only 
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600,000 and 400,000 tons respectively, which at that time represented be- 
tween 10 and 15 percent of the territory's gross national product,” one 
expatriate says, 


Major Maritime Projects 


Djibouti is less and less the natural outiet of the high Ethiopian plateaux, 
The construction of the Eritrean port of Assab by the East Germans and that 
of a toad connecting that city with Addis Ababa divert an increasing share 
of the maritime traffic. The port employs some 3,000 persons, or nearly 

16 percent of the total number of Djibouti wage earners. The railroad, the 
victimes of a series of interruptions in service due to the lack of security, 
provides work for under 400 persons. 


An almost total halt in trade with Ethiopia, a considerable drop in sales 

of water and a decline in hydrocarbon sales: These are the characteristics 
of the recent evolution. Port officials tolu ue: “Before 1976, annual 
water sales amounted to 300,000 tons. There were many crews then and few 
ships had air conditioning equipment. Today, sales have dropped off 60 per- 
cent because the machinery uses heavy diesel fuel requiring less water, and 
the desalinization plants set up in the region give us stiff competition.” 


in addition, pilgrimages to Mecca by water were concentrated here until 1975- 
1976, Since that time, chartered planes have nearly taken all the business 
of the oceanliners. With respect to refueling, changes that have occurred 
in recent years are scarcely more favorable. Before the closing of Suez, 
Djibouti was one of the front-ranking supply points in the region and fur- 
nished on the order of 2.5 million tons of hydrocarbons annually. in 1979, 
oil provisions amounted to 500,000 tons because of the competition of new 
ports such as Jiddah in Saudi Arabia or Djebel-Ali in Dubai, which have 
taken the place once occupied by Aden. With inadequate storage facilities, 
the Jiddah and Djebel-Ali refineries now tend to sell off their production 
at the lowest price. 


And yet, local shipping circles view the future with sone optimiem. They 
are determined to remain turned to the sea and to free themselves from ex- 
cessive dependency on Ethiopia, which is also developing its national ports. 
Among the projects is the development of a specialized port to accommodate 
container ships, whose loads would then be distributed from Djibouti to other 
ports on the Red Sea or toward the indian Ocean. 


The development of the countries on the eastern coast of Africa, particularly 
Kenya and Tanzania, makes it possible to anticipate the regrouping in 
Djibouti of small loads later to be delivered to sites by a shuttle system. 
"The latest idea is to make Djibouti the terminus of express ships and the 
point of departure of slower ships making stops,” we were told, “but above 
all, it is necessary to equip the piers with costly container cranes, which 
imvolves a sizeable commercial risk." 











in order to buy two cranes, the minimum needed for efficiency, an investment 
of 1,5 billion Djibouti francs must be made, the largest to date. However, 
local merchants are not particularly aggressive about the move and the 
Djibouti Government has not yet found any adequate source of financing. 
Nevertheless, with the participation of the European Development Fund in 
studies for the port's master plan and the aid of the French Aid and Coopera- 
tion Fund (FAC) for the container terminal studies, in which Kuwait and the 
Federal Republic of Germany are also involved, the first steps seem to have 
been taken, 


With a good telecommunications system following the recent startup of a 
satellite telephone connection, 4 good banking system, solid currency — the 
only one in the region — and having chosen a legal structure particularly 
well adapted to the autonomous port status, Djibouti has definite assets. 


Those who dream cf making Djibouti a major ship repair center have not yet 
abandoned the idea. Some persons are still thinking about the construction 
of a dry dock, an unrealistic project in this area constantly shaken by vio- 
lent earth tremors. Others speak of a floating dock whose construction 
would cost 10 billion Djibouti france, but whose entry into service for the 
repair of the giant tankers going around Africa would lead to the creation of 
700 jobs. 


For the time being, dhows and sambuks from Yemen and Somalia continue to 
make up over 10 percent of all port traffic, chartered on request. Equipped 
with powerful engines and able to dock on the narrowest beaches, they take 
on large quantities of alcohol going to Gulf countries, which are officially 
prohibitionist. The abundance of the merchandise, the facilities granted 

by banks and the complicity of an administration and a customs service that 
demonstrate exceptional discretion, all help to enrich the nacudas, both 
captaine and shipowners, who are sometimes Djiboutians but more frequently 
Yemenites, 


Khat Trade 


Another source of wealth is the khat [nibbling salad] trade, although nearly 
aii leaders privately admit that it is a social scourge. Grown on the high 
plateaus of Ethiopia and Yemen, this plant contains an alkaloid that is a 
powerful euphoriant for those who chew it. 


"All Djibouti is eating salad from noon on," admits one young Djiboutian, 
not above enjoying the pleasures of khat himself. He adds: “If the Ethio- 
pian Army should decide to attack us in the afternoon, it could take the 
territory in a few hours without firing a shot. But the French Army is 
watching." 


The nationalists who 3 years ago accused "the | colonialists of encour- 
aging the consumption of khat in order to deaden .ue population, which they 
could then more easily dominate,” admit that from 2.5 tons, daily sales have 
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risen to 6.5 Cona, sometimes as much as 8 tonsa. In 1979, while the surtax on 
alcohol brought in 39 million Djiboutt france for the budget, the tax on 
khat brought in 179 million, 


After vainly attempting to ban the importation of khat during the first few 
days after the proclamation of independence, Hassan Gouled and his friends 
tried to control ite consumption as tightly as possible. On the wall of 

the offices of the commissioner of the republic, one reads an order setting 
the sales price of lamb and goat meat and of khat! The latter has been 
taxed since 1 March 1980 at the rate of 200 Djibouti francs per 100-gram 
bottle and it is noted that the sale of containers weighing less is banned, 
In fact, depending on the circumstances and quality, the price of khat varies 
up to triple its original amount, a dramatic situation for consumers with 
limited financial resources who cut their food budget in order to spend 
their money on the drug. "Only the World Health Organization can put an end 
to the scourge by banning production," one local politician told us. 


Whatever the case, the immediate concerns of the government are completely 
different. They concern the drama of the refugees. No recent census has 
been made, but the number is an estimated 30,000 or 40,000, 10 percent of the 
population, It was mainly in order to limit the flow of refugees into Dji- 
bouti that the barbed wire, strung up during colonial times, has been left 

at Balbala, at the edge of the city. The Djibouti Army took over for the 
French gendarmes. 


A National Office for Assistance to Refugees and Drought Victims (ONARSS), 
the local equivalent of the Refugee Agency existing in Somalia, is trying, 
together with the High Commissionership for Refugees (HCR) in Geneva, to 
relieve the misery of those who, fleeing the fighting in Ethiopia, have 
sought refuge here. The status of the refugees varies widely. Some have 
been able to establish temporary residence right in Djibouti where, we were 
told by a local representative of the HCR, "4,300 identity cards were issued 
to students, 1,500 of whom have already left for the Arab countries or the 
United States, after receiving scholarships." Others have taken up resi- 
dence in the three camps: Ali Sabieh (some 8,000), Dikhil (about 7,000) 

or Boulaos, in the outlying areas of Djibouti (some 500 Eritreans). 


Despite the overwhelming burden which the refugees represent for the young 
nation and despite the limitations thereby placed on its economy, optimal 
for the utilization [part of sentence deleted] within the leadership. Great 
hopes are placed in the country's geothermic capital, which can provide 
substitute energy to take the place of nonexisting petroleum resources. 

It would in fact appear that the region of Lake Assal presents optimal 
conditions for industrial use of geothermic power, which the Arab countries 
are reportedly willing to finance. 


The young republic now constitutes a powerful pole of attraction for its 
neighbors, Ravaged by the civil war or famine, Ethiopia and Somalia look 


with envy upon this island of peace and relative prosperity, however 
artificial it might be. While the Ethiopian birr and the Somali shilling 


are not convertible, the Djibouti franc is at a premium on the regional 
monetary market. "In June 1977," says President Hassan Gouled, "the skep- 
tics predicted that independence would last from 6 weeks to 6 months, and 
we are now celebrating our third anniversary!"

SUPERPOWERS URGED TO MAKE OWN INTENTIONS CLEARLY KNOWN

[Text] For some time now, the superpowers are addressing us, as well as one 
another, in symbols. This presupposes the existence of a code, of persons 
able to decode the message and who possess, w.erefore, the necessary key. 
When the Soviets dispatch a 3,000-man "offe ‘ve brigade" to Cuba, the Ameri- 
cans react violently. This gesture is symb: on both sides. The Russians 
wish to test the vigilance of the Americans furthermore, if at all pos- 
sible, increase their presence on the island. U.S. power does not fear the 
presence of the 3,000 Soviet soldiers, but its protest means: "Stop right 
there, I can see you. You are in my hemisphere and I have not forgotten 
your plan to install missiles on this island during the sixties."

When the Soviets decide to withdraw a division from Afghanistan, this, again, 
is a symbol. After Giscard d'Estaing decided, in lonely knight fashion, to 
entertain a dialogue with Brezhnev, it was the Kremlin's turn to “make a 
gesture" encouraging direct contacts. The Soviet division's withdrawal thus 
means: “Let us meet, let us discuss seriously, in hopes of finding a polit- 
ical solution to the Afghan problem; and I shall withdraw my troops." The 
Venice summit did not have any trouble decoding the message. 


When the Chinese decide to "punish" Vietnam, the privileged protege of the 
Soviets, the Americans and the Russians understand. Beijing is no longer 
afraid of anyone, it is ready to face any eventuality. And when Beijing is 
testing intercontinental missiles by granting itself sovereignty over a huge 
area of international waters over a period of many days, one understands 
that it is thinking of itself as a superpower, 


Finally, when Giscard d'Estaing makes the astonishing announcement during a 
press conference that France has successfully tested a neutron bomb, one 

can easily interpret this to mean that “in the superpowers’ scalping dance, 
France's importance should not be overloaded. It possesses the highest 
technology in the field of armaments." Again, this is a symbol! 
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but these messages are easy to decode, What wouid happen i! tomorrow, one 
side or the other would not hold the key to decode any further message? The 
superpowers, which have granted themselves the right to destroy the world 
through the might of their weapons, should assume the responsibility to 
adopt a clear language. A language which can be understood by all,

[Text] It could mean nothing, or it may mean a lot, that the Ghana Na- 
tional Olympic Committee (NOC) was not brave enough to declare that it was 
not sending a team to Moscow because of the Soviet Union's action in Af- 
ghanistan. 


Now, after the NOC's "not-ready" excuse has been proved false, no serious 
analyst has any doubt again that the NOC decision is over the Afghanistan 
issue. 


It is good for a nation to be concerned in problems of global import, but 
it is certainly bad for a nation to make itself a pawn in a global game 
that it seems not to understand. 


This is the mud in which the Ghana NOC's decision threatens to land the na- 
tion--making us pawns in issue whose dimensions we do not seem to fathom, 
and therefore making our country a laughing stock. 


What has happened was a race to get hold of Afghanistan in which the Soviet 
Union ran faster than the US Government. 


So all the Carter cry against the so-called Soviet intervention in Afghani- 
stan is not a cry of reproach but a cry of disappointment at having lost the 
race. 


So long as the Shah Reza Pahlavi ruled Iran, Afghanistan was not within the 


American security perimeter. But the balance chenged on the overthrow of 
the Shah by Ayatollah Khomeini. 


With Iran gone, America suddenly found Afghanistan the alternative ‘home' 
to keep a surveillance over events in the Soviet Union. This consideration 
is related to the leadership crises which hit Afghanistan after the middle 
of 1978. 
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When Noor Mohammed Taraki led the Marxist coup against the Daoud regime in 
April 1978, it was a genuine nationalist coup, and the Americans admit that 
the Soviets were not behind it. 


Developments 


But with the post-Shah developments in Iran waking Afghanistan more and 
more important for American interests, the Americans became increasingly 
unha; py about a Marxist government in Afghanistan. 


Eventually, this led to the removal of Marxist Taraki and the installation 
of Hafizullah Amin, a socialist but disposed to welcome American influence 
in Afghanistan. 


The Marxist faction in the Amin regime led by Babrak Karmal were exiled 
to Eastern Europe, to give a freer hand to Amin--that is, to make American 
inroads in Afghanistan easier. 


With the events in Iran opening Soviet eyes wider to US intentions in Af- 
ghanistan, the Soviets moved quickly to stem the tide by getting rid of 
Amin and installing Karmal as the new ruler of Afghanistan. 


So both powers ran a race to control Afghanistan for their own purposes-- 
and the Soviets thought quicker and ran faster. 


This, simply put, is the reality of the Afghanistan issue. It is instruc- 
tive for Ghanaians to know that Brezhnev did inform Carter in advance that 
the Soviets were moving into Afghanistan!

Private talks, a banquet and then the extravagant departure to Ivato between 
two compact lines formed by a multicolor crowd between the capital and the 
international airport. All in the midst of smiles, laughs and brotherly 
jesting. Thanks to President Ratsiraka we were able to get better acquainted 
with our progressive neighbors, and even the ever-present television helped 
the people a lot to better appreciate them in their revolutionary simplicity 
and their spontaneous warmth. 


In this issue, yesterday's pictures and the first part of the French text 
of the president's speech and other images of 15 June 1980. 


It was yesterday afternoon that presidents Julius Nyerere (Tanzania), 

Samora Machel (Mozambique), Albert Rene (Seychelles) and Ahmed Abdelaziz 
(SADR's POLISARIO Front) left the capital to return to their respective 
countries. Before that, the Ambohitsorohitra Palace was promoted for several 
hours to a high place of progressive Africa on the occasion of the great 
banquet offerred by the presidential couple in honor of the distinguished 
visitors to the celebration of the RDM's [Democratic Republic of Madagascar] 
5th anniversary, inthe presence of the government's main dignitaries. 


Then, the president and Mrs Ratsiraka personally accompanied our brothers in 
the struggle to the Ivato International Airport. Only Mr Ahmed Abdelaziz 
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shared his impressions with the press, He specially stressed his joy for

People's Reaction 
Tananearive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 18 Jun 80 p 2 


[Text] The first act of the festivities prepared for the celebration of the 
RDM's 5th year and the 20th anniversary of the independence which coincides 
with that of the birth of the armed forces is over. Yesterday, everyone 
went back to his daily chores. Not without difficulty, though, after such 

a long weekend of parties and rest. In any case, the holiday granted by 

the president for Monday was favorably received. An anniversary, especially 
when it has been celebrated in such a grandiose way is not really a holiday, 
it seems, unless it takes on the character of a day off...but with pay. 


It is understandable that here and there these holidays were the subject of 
conversations yesterday. "It was in fact a beautiful anniversary," says a 
student from Ambohitsaina. "But let us not rest on our oars. This is only 

a small step in the long walk which awaits the Malagasy people. And for that 
reason, the days following such an important commemoration it is necessary 

to think above all about the future. And when I speak of the future, it 

is to the immensity of the work which awaits us that I am referring.” 


A young AREMA militant, Miss Ratrema Gabrielle, who participated personally 
in the large meeting at Mahamasina, did net hide her emotion about seeing 
the crowd of militants Sunday "all united behind President Didier Ratsiraka 
to celebrate with him the 5th anniversary of the Malagasy socialist choice." 
And she told us about the revolutionary fervor of that crowd or at least 
what her feelings were during that time. 

"While the FAP and the government bands interpreted with brio," she says, 
"the three revolutionary tunes: the Malagasy version of the ‘Socialist 
International,’ ‘Ao Anaty Boky Mena,’ the tune dedicated by the AREMA to 
their secretary general, Mr Didier Ratsiraka, and especially the rally 

song of the MDRM [Democratic Movement for Malagasy Renewal] of 1947, I 

could not keep myself from humming the words. Before so many exterior signs 
of patriotism, each word recovered all its sense within me. And it was for 
me an unforgettable day and an undescribable joy to participate so personally 
in this demonstration." 
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Of course, in this type of opinion sounding, as it is called in journalistic 
jargon, the impression varies from one person to another according to 
personal convictions, age, socio-professional class and many other criteria 
of the discussion. But for an office worker, a quiet head of household, 
probably because he has eight children to feed the problem today mre than 
ever involves all the people, leaders as well as simple citizens. 


"Everybody," he said, "is responsible before God and before the fatherland 
for what becomes of the country. Speaking of the leaders, I place all my 
confidence in them but not without introducing certain reservations in the 
case where some among them would abuse this sometimes blind confidence of 
the people, this proletarian mass of which they love to speak so often in 
their speeches and who expects a lot from them for improving, perhaps 
radically, their standard of living. On the people's side, in this period 
of revolution and changing meutality, the many times repeated calls to 
work must not fall on deaf ears. 


The presidential speech that all Madagascar must have heard on the air, 

Since the main passages or the whole speech have been broadcast several 

times on radio and television and published in the written press, demonstrates 
that our country counts with all the natural advantages. If only the 
importance of the alarming cries that sometimes take on the aspect of a real 
begging were understood to the four corners of the island...." 


And his neighbor improves on this by saying that, on this subject, now 

that we are at the beginning of our revolution, the government must "use its 
power in a more authoritative manner toward some parasites that are happy 
doing the absolute minimum while they have the necessary physical stamina 
to do much better." Our man wants to speak about the professional 
unemployed: "If there is nothing for them in the factories or in the 
offices, why are they not taken to work the land?" he adds. And the same 
speaker goes on to talk about what is even more serious: "from a young age, 
the children in the large cities become used to begging, to working very 
little while at the age of some of them, 15 years old, they can become 
accustomed to a certain amount of manual labor. Even to set precedent and 
prepare them to later on love their work, whatever it might be, since as it 
is known, there is no stupid trade." 


No, we have not deviated from the main theme of what we discussed yesterday 
with several people. It is a moment for drawing up the account. And the 
people, the main concerned party, has wanted to see in this manner how we 
will prepare better the revolution's future." To return to what we have 
just said, the same person provided an analogy of the revolution's success 
in convincing the students to perform useful work by compulsorily enrolling 
them in the National Service Outside the Armed Forces despite the detractors, 
despite the various uncertainties from the beginning." On this subject, 

we are told, the habit has been acquired. The problem of the unemployed 
should have been tackled in this same way a long time ago, For me it is 
unacceptable to have so many unemployed in a country as young as ours when 
all the work is yet to be done here." 
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fo return to the president's speech, in a general way, it has been "auto- 


matically adopted." "Not too much talk, but concrete facts and an excellent 
self-critictem at times" find this young intellectual reflecting a general 
tide: he cannot be called a militant in the sense that is generally given 


this term but calls himself a “patriot, even a nationalist" in his ovn way. 
"it is right to mark withawhite chalk the first years of our revolution," 
says for his part this young man for whom belonging to one party or another 
has little meaning in what he wants to say. "It is good," he stressed, 
"but a young country Like ours must be realistic, especially in this period 
of international crisis, the expense of which we must increasingly bear." 


[f we were to sum up in several lines the impressions of the man on the 
street, whatever his political convictions, about Sunday's first commemora- 
tion, the ideology that moves him, the "country" and the "love of country," 
return often Like a theme song. Very often and for each in his own way. 

it is already an achievement that the Malagasy show such a sense of civism 
and patriotism, This would already be a good omen, a positively important 
point, if it were put at the service of the country through each person's 
contribution and the contribution of society toward its real development. 


Then we will not only celebrate 5 years of revolution, but 10, 20 and maybe 
even more.

conflict. 


During the same period, the American army was planning special maneuvers 
in che Caribbean Ocean, planning among other things on the landing of 
2,000 marines beginning on 8 May, plus 1,200 soldiers, at the American 
military base in Guantanamo, the restoration of which Cuba has con- 
sistently demanded. These maneuvers, involving an additional 20,000 
men, 42 war ships and 350 planes, were placed under the leadership of 
the Special Emergency Force created in 1979 by the American government. 


But the scope of the protest by the Cuban people (more than five million 
persons rallied to demonstrate) and international solidarity led to the 
temporary postponement of these maneuvers by the American government. 

It was after a study of this situation that the democratic organizations 
of Mali contributed their support to the Cuban people and demanded that 
the United States return Guantanamo to Cuba, that the economic blockade 
decreed against Cuba be lifted, and that the overflights of Cuban terri- 
tory by the SR-71 spy planes cease.

In the light of the paipavie dangers 
therein it is unbelievable thal the 
“progressive” nine would want to 
settle whatever score this way They 
are all men with great responsibilities 
for the maintenance of law and order 
on their shoulders. They had all 
sworn to carry out the responsibili- 
ties to the best of their abilities This, 
they must not shirk. The outbreaks of 
violence in one region of the country 
must, however, give food for thought 
to all the peace loving. They may well 
have roots in political vengeance.

LONDON PAPER DRAWS PESSIMISTIC CONCLUSIONS ON SOUTH AFRICAN FUTURE

[Text] London--The South African Prime Minister, Mr P W Botha--who a year 
ago was warning whites to change or perish in the black revolution--ap- 
pears to have abandoned his programme of cautious refcim. 


Instead, he now hides behind “dangerously empty rhetoric” about a "total 
strategy" needed to meet the "total onslaught” against South Africa. 


This is one of the impressions received by Nicholas Ashford, who has just 
published a wide-ranging, four-part series on South Africa's mounting cri- 
sis in The Times of London. 


Ashford's survey of the South African dilemma at home and abroad rules out 
the end of apartheid at the hands of a mass uprising. Blacks are not di- 
vided among themselves as white authority in South Africa believes, he says, 
but rather they lack the leaders to give thrust and direction to their re- 
bellion. 


At the same time, Ashford believes that the verligte hope of creating a 
black middle-class buffer between whites and black radicals, probably with 
some Limited political powers, is a pip: dren.

[Text] The secretary-general of ZANU (PF), Mr Edgar Tekere, says he does 
not support the establishment of a one-party state in Zimbabwe. 


"Opposition must be there. It must be tolerated,” Mr Tekere, who is also 
the Minister of Manpower, Planning and Development, said in an interview 
yesterday. 


He said he was an ardent believer in creating a climate in which people 
expressed their views freely, even if they were unpalatable, because it 
was from the totality of a clash of ideas that the Government “can know 
how to direct tue country”. 


"I do not believe that Zimbabwe is the sort of country for a one-party 
state. 


“Apart from that, our people are too critical and volatile and I am an ar- 
dent believer in letting people express themselves freely. 


"This [word indistinct] noticeable even in my own Ministry, where we have 
set up a platform through the Institute of Development Studies where ideas 
can clash and fight on the way your country ought to go,” he said.

Earlier he had refused to leave the hotel voluntarily when told by his 
would-be abductore that the ZANLA commander, Mr Rex Nhongo, wished to speak 
to him outeide. 

He said he did not see Mr Nhongo at the scene. 

"I am sure that the people wanted to kill me although I was the first field 
operational commander in Tete Province fighting for the same country as 
they,” said Mr Chigurenga, who was nursing a bruised and battered face.

The abduction attempt was abandoned after a crowd, attracted by his cries 
for help appeared on the scene, he said. 





Mr Chimurenge said he went to a nearby police station to report the inci- 
dent. Police took him to hospital where he was detained for a day. 


The UANC publicity secretary, Mr Chrie Sakala, said the incident was one of 
several in which the party's supporters were “harassed and intimidated by 
ZANU (PF)". 


"We think it is a deliberate plan to scare us out of the local government 
elections. If the Government does not halt this, we shall ask for the post- 
ponement of the elections until there is peace and stability,” Mr Sakala 
said.

MUTUMBUKA CONFIRMS FREE SCHOOL PLEDGE 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 22 Jul 80 p 7 


[Text] Every child of primary school age, irrespective of race, colour, 
or creed and attending recognised school, will get free education in 7im- 
babwe from September 1. 


This was confirmed yesterday in an interview in Salisbury with the Minis- 
ter of Education and Culture, Mr Dzingai Mutumbuka. 


He stressed that “every parent of a primary school-aged child in this coun- 
try will be entitled to free education for that child". 


On Friday the Minister announced that from September 1 free primary school 
education would be introduced throughout Zimbabwe. 


Statistics show that there are 1 233 420 childven enrolled in primary 
schools. The figure is expected to increase substantially once more 
school places become available. 


The scheme will cost the country an addit onal $14,8 million, an amount 
which Mr Mutumbuka said was "adequate fo. the number of children attending 
school at the present time and covers textbooks and stationery”. 


Teachers' salaries were not included in the figure but were paid separately. 


In terms of the existing Education Act, community schools do not receive 
any tuition grants. 


"However, my Government sees no reason to discriminate against these schools 
when its aim is to ensure the provision of free tuition for all the primary 
school pupils in the country. 


"Moreover, there are many parents who voted against their schools going 
community but are forced by circumstances to send their children to such 
schools. 
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"To discriminate against community schools would go against the spirit of 
providing free and equal educational opportunities for all the primary 
school children of this country. 


"Consequently, it has been decided that from the beginning of next term a 
special grant will be made to the boards of governors of community primary 
schools registered in terms of the Act. 


"This grant will be equivalent te, and be paid on the same basis as, the 
revised tuition grants that will apply in respect of private schools.” 


Mission schools (to be known as private schools) in the rural areas would 
be the main beneficiaries of the new scheme, since "that is where there is 
the greatest need for education", the Minister said. 


Explaining that parents would in future still have to meet a minimum fixed 
charge of 25¢ each term for extramural activities, such as sporting or cul- 
tural pursuits, he said a maximum levy would also be stipulated. 


"In cases where a school principal finds genuine hardship, exceptions 
will be made and no child will be thrown out of school because the parents 
cannot pay the general purpose fees." 


Parents of day pupils were expected to clothe, house and feed their child- 

ren; therefore it was only right that parents of boarders should contribute 
towards the costs of maintaining their children in boarding schools, espe- 

cially since many parents sent their children away from choice rather than 

through absolute necessity. 


Boarding fees, already heavily subsidised by the Government, would remain. 


The Minister disclosed that compulsory primary school education might be 
introduced within the next two years. 


"But at the moment there is not enough physical infrastructure and a short- 
age of teachers. It will take time to introduce but I estimate it will 
come about within the next two years.” 


The Minister also disclosed that he would soon start working on the intro- 
duction of free secondary schooling.

Mr Speaker, sanctions have gone. The war is over and an independent peo- 
ple's government hae taken over, 


So why ie the Government asking for the emer,ency to continue? 
There are two main reasons: 


(1) The first is the present security situation throughout the country. 
Though the war is over, real peace has not yet returned. There are a num- 
ber of causes for the current state of lawlessness. I will mention those 
that seem most important. 


(a) The presence of dissidents in many areas. I am not talking here of 
persons who have temporarily left assembly places. I am talking about 
people who have no loyalty to any political party or to the Government. 


They use thei. weapons to force innocent civilians to hand over food or 
money. They commit robbery and rape and generally harass the population in 
rural areas. 


These dissidents must be rounded up and punished for their crimes. 


(b) Another source of trouble comes from the assembly places. I under- 
stand the frustration and boredom of the inmates. I cannot, however, con- 
done criminal acts which some of them who break out commit on people in 
surrounding areas. Some of their actions undermine public safety and se- 
curity. 


So long as armed men are at large, it is necessary to have extraordinary 
powers to deal with sometimes unfortunate situations. 


(c) Another source of trouble is the possession and use of firearms and 
grenades by unauthorised and irresponsible people. There are far too many 
incidents involving the use of firearms also and the throwing of grenades 
with consequent death or injury to people and damage to property. This 
must be stopped. 


(d) A further source of disorder is a direct result of inter-party rivalry 
and hostility. Many instances of intimidation, assault, abduction and even 
murder committed with political motives are being reported. This can't be 
allowed to continue any more.

Mr Rosin spoke of the need for more resvarch and 
tional projects aimed at finding ways of conquering the 
and appealed to finance houses to give funds for this purpose. 

Cancer ia by no incans a new problem but our modern way 
of life seems only to aggravate it, While knowledge on the ecruses 
remeins hazy, our excessive dependence in so many ways on 
largely untried chemicals, in pesticides, food preservatives, 
medical treatments and fertilisers are in no way reducing our 
susceptibility to this scourge. 

Certainly any plea for help in improving our understanding 
of the disease should get a sympathetic hearing. 

It seems ludicrous, however, that research into a problem 
of such magnitude and devastating effect should be so dependent 
on voluntary and charitable contributions while, as Mr Rosin 
noted, so many countries «till spend far more on methods of 
killing people than on saving life. ,

SHORTAGE OF DATSUN PULSAR~-Prospective buyers of the new Dateun Pulsar, 
which went on sale in Zimbabwe yesterday, have complained that dealers did 
not have sufficient care available, and that in some cases any at all on 
display. The Pulsar is being assembled in Umtali. A Salisbury man said he 
phoned all the firms shown as being dealers in the advertisement published 
yesterday, and, with one exception, was told he could not even put his name 
on a waiting list. Asked to comment on the shortage, Mr Peter Evans, mana- 
ging director of Dateun Zimbabwe (Pvt.) Ltd, the importers and wholesale 
distributors of the vehicle, said he was aware of the complaints. He said: 
"The production rate of the new Pulsar is in excese of 200 units a month 
until December 1960. It is forecast that this rate will increase from Janu- 
ary 1981. “It must be clearly understood that the production volume is 
directly related to the foreign currency allocation granted by the Minis- 
try of Commerce and Industry for the importation of CKD kits. "Market sur- 
veys have indicated a demand in excess of 475 units a month and it is 
therefore evident that current production cannot satisfy market demand. 

This shortage situation will continue until the Ministry is able to increase 
the import allocation. "I can confirm that to date 54 units have been de- 
livered to retail dealers throughout the country, and it is now the dealers’ 
responsibility to move these vehicles on to showroom floors, compile custo- 
mer waiting lists and attend to all the other ramifications of an orderly 
marketing system."

CHILD LABOR HIT--Hundreds of thousands of children were being used as 
“slave” labour on the country's farms and Government was looking at the 
problem as a matter of urgency, the Minister of Education and Culture, Mr 
Dzingai Mutumbuka, said last night. Interviewed during a ZBC news special, 
the Minister said a form of “quack” education was taking place in the farm- 
ing community and it was necessary to protect children from "irresponsible 
farmers" and exploitation by parents.

1 800 schools had been reopened in the past three months but the establish- 
ment of more schools was hampered by the “phenomenal” costs involved. A 
fundamental issue to be resolved was one of manpower.

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Michael May, said there were plane for 4 000 ZANLA men from various assem- 
bly points to be engaged on Operation Seed, which would entail clearing 
six blocks of land, each comprising 160 ha.
